TO A BIG TWO MEETING BETWEEN PRESIDENT EISENHOWER AND SOVIET 
PREMIER NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV, IF THAT SEEMS NECESSARY. 

MACMILLAN GOES TO PARI$ AND BONN NEXT WEEK, THEN COMES TO WASHINGTO? 
MARCH 19 FOR TALKS WITH EISENHOWER. ADVANCE INFORMATION INDICATES HE 
WILL PRESS EISENHOWER TO DEFINE MORE PRECISELY THAN HERETOFORE

MACMILLAN REPORTEDLY THINKS THEY MAY BE SOME ROOM FOR NEGOTIAT-

THE WEST DECIDES PRECISELY WHAT IT MUST PRESERVE THERE.
